children; the average purchase 
must amount to $35.00 a'nd a

quantities. 
There must be a large number 
of purchases of $1,000 or more 
in order to make up for the 
large number who can not pur­ 
chase any bonds. 
“It is especially important 
that the poor man purchase at 
least one $50.00 bond if he is 
at all able to do so. 
After he 
has this bond paid for, he can 
use it as collateral and secure 
loans from

fire waste is an important part of 
the campaign for the conservation 
of natural resources and is the main

the observance of 
Fire 
Prevention Day each year. 
An en­ 
lightened public opinion, due to agi­ 
tation on the subject, has caused 
fire loss to be reduced, but even now 
the cost of fires each year in the 
United States is one half the cost of 
new buildings erected in the same 
| period. 
Tomorrow is Fire Prevention Day 
and the authorities are impressing 
on the children in the public schools 
the necessity of reducing fire waste, 
j Not alone from the financial stand­ 
point, but from the fact that over 
5,000 are killed and 50,000 injured 
in a year, the need of lessons on the 
subject is vital. The state fire mar­ 
shal has issued a few brief instruc­ 
tions that should be heeded by ev­ 
eryone : 
’Keep waste paper, packing ma­ 
terial and rubbish cleaned up, and 
remove from building at least daily. 
Make frequent 
personal inspec­ 
tions from a fire standpoint. 
Instruct and drill 
employes on 
what to do in case of fire. 
Be careful *with matches. 
Put up “No Smoking” signs, es­ 
pecially in hazardous sections. 
Locate your nearest fire alarm box 
and learn how ,t*> turn in an alarm. 
See that your electric wiring is 
standard and be careful in the use 
of electrical devices. 
'Have all smoke pipes 
and chim­ 
neys inspected and repaired by a 
competent person 
before 
starting 
fires for the winter. 
Keep gasoline in safety cans and 
in a safe place. 
Keep water barrels and pails filled 
and extinguishers charged. 
Use only safe floor oils and sweep­ 
ing compounds. 
(Feel your personal responsibility 
for possible loss of life and proper­ 
ty by fire and act accordingly.

Mrs. Taylor Adams, her husband, 
her son Maxie and Sam Magnis, who 
the authorities charge are implicated 
in a plot to abduct Clement A. Cle­ 
ment, wealthy jeweler of Springfield 
at the same time the Keets baby was 
stolen will also be placed on trial. 
Special deputies have been sworn 
in to assist the court officials in pre­ 
venting 
anticipated 
disturbances 
during the trials. 
The Keet baby was stolen from 
its home in Springfield on the night 
of May 30, while the parents were 
attending a dance. 
A maid, 
a ser­ 
vant and a four year old boy were 
in the hou>e 
when 
the abductors 
gained 
entrance 
through an open 
window in the nursery. 
The 
child 
was not 
missed 
until 
after mid­ 
night when 
the 
parents 
returned 
from the dance. 
The following 
day Keet received 
an anonymous note instructing him 
to bring $0,000 to a secluded spot 
near 
Springfield 
that 
night 
and 
promising the ret uni of the child. 
Concealing his 
plans 
from 
the 
police Keet did as directed but the 
abductors failed to appear. 
A second note 
was 
received 
on 
June 1. Keet’s friends had been too 
solicitous in following him on the 
night of May 31, the note ex plained, 
adding that if he would bring sev­ 
eral thousand dollars additional as 
a penalty 
for 
the 
action 
of his 
friends the baby would be returned 
the following night, 
but the abduc­ 


to r s again failed to appear. 
A ’few days later 
all of the ac­ 
cused with the 
ex ception of Dick 
Carter were arrested. 
On June 9 the body of the child 
was found in an abandoned well on 
a farm 
eight miles southwest 
of 
Springfield. 
Fearing for the safety 
of his prisoners Sheriff Webb spirit­ 
ed them out of town before announ­ 
cing that the child’s body had been 
found. 
On learning the prisoners 
were 
taken from the 
town 
a posse gave 
chase overtaking 
the 
officials and 
the accused 
shortly 
before 
mid­ 
night near Stockton. 
The posse de­ 
manded the prisoners. After ex act­ 
ing a promise from the posse that 
the lives of the 
suspects 
would be 
spared 
Sheriff 
iVebb 
surrendered 
them. 
Piersol was questioned by mem­ 
bers of the posse 
but 
refused 
to 
make a statement. 
A rope was tied 
about his neck and even though his 
body was repeatedly swung from the 
ground he refused to talk. 
All of 
the accused 
were then returned to 
the 
officials. 
At 
the 
preliminary 
trial in August, Carter, Piersol and 
Cletus Adams were denied bail a f­ 
ter Dr. Harvey 
Fullbright testified 
the babv had died either from drugs 
or suffocation before being thrown 
in the well. 
The cases ordinarily would have 
been tried before 
Judge 
Johnson, 
but because of his activity in 
the 
search for the 
child, 
he was dis­ 
qualified.
